To John L. Parker, a Constable of the Town of Dedham, in 
the County of Hancock, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required

amended.

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NURSE’S REPORT 


I herein- submit a brief report of the service rendered the 
Town of Dedham by the Hancock County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association for the Period beginning January 1, 1945, 
to December 31, 1945. 


HEALTH SERVICE TO SCHOOLS 


Eight visits have been made to the primary and grammar 
rooms during the school year at which times class room in- 
spection was given. Individual inspection was given those 
who were absent when the annual inspection was given and a 
check-up made of the Seven Point pupils. 

The annual physical inspection was given during December 
and consisted of the routine weighing and measuring, the 
Snellen’s test for vision, the whisper test for hearing, inspec- 
tion of the teeth, throat, scalp, for postural defects, the skin 
for rashes and sores and personal cleanliness as well as for 
infectious diseases with the following results. 


Pupils having defective vision ............ 3 
Pupils having inflamed eyelids .......... 2 
Pupils having decayed teeth ............ 37 


Pupils having decay of permanent teeth.. 10 
Pupils having unclean teeth ............ 1 
Pupils having abnormal throat ......... 1 
Pupils 10 per cent. or more underweight .. 3 
Pupils 20 per cent. of more overweight .. 4 
Pupils with swollen glands .............. 1 
Pupils with defective speech .......... 2 
Pupils with unclean scalp ...........56. 1 

Of the fifty-one pupils inspected, forty were found to have 
remedial corrections and eleven eligible to qualify for the 
Seven Point Pin and certificate. Since previous inspections 
there have been two vision and ten dental corrections. 

We have not been without the usual run of children’s dis- 
eases and the schools were closed for a week due to preva- 
lence of measles. 

Tuberculosis Control and Prevention 


At the recommendation of the family physician, three per- 
sons were given the Tuberculin Patch test, and when read two 
were positive and one negative. The three attended the chest 
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clinic in Ellsworth, sponsored by the State Bureau of Tuber- — 


culosis Control on November 15, and were X-rayed. Follow- 
up visits were made to homes in following up the defects.

Public Health Nurses are interested in the total health situ- 
ation of the family including disease prevention, the promo- 
tion of health education and where adequate nursing service 
is available, care of the sick in the home. yh 

Because Dedham is fortunate in having a public health 
nurse employed by another agency to do special work with 
the school children, my part of the total public health pro- 
gram has been directed primarily to the maternal and child 
health work. 

Since it is recognized that care during the pre-natal period 
greatly influences the health of the mother and baby, visits 
have been made to pre-natal and postpartum patients as well 
as infants and pre-school children. 

In September a well-child conference was held. Diphtheria 
and smallpox immunization was offered at that time. 

The war is over but the job of promoting public health on 
the home front is not. The nurse can do little without com- 
munity backing. I wish to express my sincere thanks to the 
public in general for their splendid cooperation. With com- 
bined efforts much can be accomplished.
